When that work didn’t be- 
gin as planned, the town buzzed 
with rumors concerning the firm’s 
intentions. Some freely theorized

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Penalty Clauses A Must 


The wisdom of including a penalty clause in all con- 
Struction contracts — along with a completion date — has 
never been more apparent than at this moment. 

For the lack of one has perhaps contributed to the de- 
lay and procrastination that results in unfinished addi- 
tions to the Shawsheen and West schools. And in double 
sessions at the West. 

It would be foolish to say that a penalty clause would 
have, by itself, forced the contractor to finish on time. 
But the presence of such a clause would certainly keep 
the contractor on his toes — well aware that delay would 
cost him money. And of course the inclusion of a com- 
pletion date in a contract, upon which the penalty clause 
is based, should be an obvious requirement. 

We don’t blame the school committee too much — for 
the contractor was awarded the contracts some months ago 
and gave verbal assurances that the work would be done 
far in advance of the September opening. It seemed, at the 
time, so apparent that the work could be done in plenty of 
time that it was, probably, felt to be somewhat foolish to 
talk about completion dates and penalties. 

Yet now we realize that such items are compulsary, no 
matter when a contract is awarded in relation to the time 
we hope it will be completed. 


Good Idea ee 


The subject of municipal garbage collections has come 
up before. And some persons have expressed a willing- 
ness to let the subject alone — preferring to allow pri- 
vate contractors to pick up the refuse for a fee paid by 
the individuals involved. 

We feel strongly that a study committee of the type pro- 
posed by the board of health is a necessity. There have 
been recurrent problems — garbage not picked up being 
the major one — with the present system. Thus it is sen- 
sible for the town to explore the cost factors of municipal 
collection — let’s find out just how much it would cost in 
taxes. Then we can make a sensible decision based on 
our ability to pay for the collections. 


It seems there can be little doubt that some steps are 
necessary to assure proper collection. And so it will be 
mostly a financial problem that can only be decided when 
the proposed study committee has gathered all the facts 


and presented them for study.
